Judgments to deliberar, if it be 
not yery expedient both for profit and pleaſurc 
to conſider how their Citzes may be beautified 
with Plazting of uſefull Trees in all places in 
and near the Town, where it may be moſt con- 
veniently had, for it is no ſmall reproach upoht 
the warm. of our Nation, that our People 
M8 arc ſo negligent and careleſs in this particular , 
$ notwithſtanding of the great contentment and 
fatisaCtion that may be reaped thereby, for 
Planting is not onely delightfull to the eye , and 
in a manner” exhilirating the heart of every 
DP beholder, by its beauty 'and' greens, inviting 
the cheerfull Birds ro chant. and expreſs their 
melolious Notes to the great refreſlumenr of the 
; H 2 heatcts 
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hearers ofttymes, bur alſo, in few yeats (due 
diligence and *care. being taken to plant them 
aright ,.and to prune and keep them )) they are 
yery utefull for p::blick and private uſe as necd 
and expediencie ſhall require. We find that 
the moſt lowriſhing and rich Nations have great 
abundance of many ſ6iis of Planting , and rhat 
nor onely þy Nature, burt-by Art and Induſtrie 
of the Inhabirants; and Divine Providence hath 
evidenced ther bounty in a liberall meaſure to 
us 1a that matter, no lefs then to others our 
Neighbours rourd about us, as may be wit- 
neſied by the many Woods and Forrefts that have 
been well furniſhed with Oakes, Elmes , Eirrs , 
Aſhes, &xe. and Frwt-Trees, which in every ge- 
neration are much deſtroyed and cur down , 
and few or none to repair them; and how can 
we bit undergo the. juſt reproach of a careleſs 
and lazje People in-this thing, and the rather, 
that no Laws and As of Parkament made b 
our Gracious and Vermouns Kings, and F- 
ſtates of the Kingdom: patticularly by K. 7 ames 
the 5:h. 1n bis 9, A& of Parl. 4. and our late 
K. Charls. the 24d. Parhament 1, Af 41. can- 
not prevail, 

It is obyious to the ſence of eyery-beholder, 
what an Ornament Plaztrme is to Great mens
